| —sUNCLE JIMMY. 


A Lively Episode in the Career of 
an Eccentric Character- 


— — 


“601” Calls in One Evening--The Hand- 
Writing Over the Seal of Terror— 
Jimmy Leaves Town in a Hurry— 
Why He Went—Some of His Idiv- 
syncrucies Described. ~ 


“Uncle Jimmy” Whitaker was bad- 
ly beaten by the 601“ Saturday even- 
ing. He shortly afterwards left town, 
and the places which knew him heie 
are likely to know him, his dirt add 
his peculations no more forever. 

The sobriquet of Uncle Jimmy.“ 
by which Mr. Whitaker was known in 
Reno, was nbt bestowed upon bim as 
an evidence of general esteem. No 
one knows why he was called “Uncle,” 
unless it was that the remarkable vari- 
ety of the articles he kept about him 
suggested the idea of a, pawnbroker’s 
shop. The antecedents of Jimmy are 
odorous. He was driven away from 
Carson a year or two ago, as being too 
great a nuisance to be tolerated. At 
the Capital he is remembered as the 
man who stole a coffin from an under- 
taker. | 

Jimmy’s behavior in Reno was bad 
from the start. He had been here 
about a year. Last summer he was 
detected in the act of stealing some 
baskets from Knust & Jones’. He has 
long boen suspected of selling whiskey’ 
to Indians. Last Thursday Asa Daw- 
son caught him vending _fire- 
watered to ared-skin, and ar- 
rested him. Oa Saturday Jimmy 
was discharged. It having been as- 
certained that the Indian to whum he 
had sold whiskey was a Washoe, no 
complaint was made against him, it 
being impossible to proceed against 
him in a United States Court. 

The cabin which Jimmy Occupied 
when not in jail is situated at the 
northwest corner of the alley running 
by the GazettE office. When he re- 
turned to his domicile on Saturday, he 
found this notice tacked upon the doer, 
where it still remains: 


TO THE: OWNERS OF THIS PROPERTY. 
December 17, 1880.

Jimmy did not profit by the hint 
which the above notice should have 
given him. He remained in his cabin. 
At 7:30 on Saturday evening a band 
of masked men found him there and 
gave him an unmerciful beating. 
They used no tar, nor were the downy 
feathers applied ; but a pail of bloody 
water found on the premises yester- 
day showed that the blows did not 
fall in vain. A. Prescott, who saw 
Jimmy after he was visited by the 
committee, says that he was covered 
with blood and had a head of the first 
magnitude. At Jimmy’s earnest so- 
licitation, Prescott agreed to take 
care of the wretch’s trunks, ete., until 


Then Jimmy fled the town, no doubt 
having been recommended to take 
that course by his visitors of the early 
evening. No one knows. where Jimmy 
has gone.“ Perliaps he will return 
with the swallows in the spring, but, 
if he does, he will be likely to depart 
suddenly, bearing as much resem- 
blance to a swallow as rapidity of 
flight and a coat of feathers can give 
him. , 

Yesterday the contents of a number 
of trunks and boxes found in Jimmy’s 
cabin were inspected by a curious 
crowd. The articles were of the most 
varied description. They showed that 
the man must have had a mania for 
theft. He had evidently stolen every- 
thing that he could steal unobserved, 
without regard to considerations of 
value or utility. Among the things 
in the trunks were two iron pot cov- 
ers, a lot of second hand cakes of 
soap, some gunny sacks, odds and 
ends of hardware, old knives and 
forks, ete. It was the most motley 
collection ever seen outside of a junk 
shop. Many of the articles have been 
identified and claimed as stolen prop- 
erty by respectable residents. Jimmy 
seems to have bad conservative views 


of the acquisition of wealth. He was 


Jimmy should return to claim them. 


in no hurry to get rich. The com- 
bined value of all the articles in his 
cabin would scarcely exceed $20. His 
idea appears to have been to steal 
only articles of such trifling value, 
here a little and there a little, that no 
hue and cry would be raised after 
him. He had a beautiful faith in the 
wisdom of slow and steady accumula- 
tion. | ae.

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Sign It. 

E. W. Crutcher is circulating a pe- 
tition to Congress, calling for legisla- 
tion to prevent the spread of that dead- 
ly cattle plague, pleuro-pneumonia. 
The petition asks for the appointment 
of veterinary inspectors whose duty it 
shall be to determine the extent of the 
infected districts. It recommends the 
adoption of the bill introduced by 
Gen. Keifer, of Ohio, providing for 
the supervision of infected cattle. 

Mr. Crutcher thinks that the dis- 
ease has not yet extended west of the 
Missouri river. Inter-State transpor- 
tation, unless under proper supervis- 
ion, is, however, likely to spread; the 
disease into the western States and 
Territories. Its introduction into this 
State would cause irreparable loss to 
our cattle men, and there is urgent 
need of the legislation sought.

A Big Ice Business. 

The Truckee Republican publishes 
an interesting description of the pro- 
ceess of cutting and storing ice at 
Prosser Creek. The Sammit Ice Co. 
operates there. Its business is larger 
than that or any ice company on the 
coast. It has two ice houses, one with 
a capacity of 6,000, the other of 10,000 
tons. The water of Prosser creek is 
made to form an immense pond by a 
dam 40 feet high. The ice is cut 
when it attains a thickness of about 
14 inches. It is cut into blocks 22 
inches square by ice plows drawn by 
horses over the ice. The blocks are 
sent down to the ice houses below the 
pond in a flume. The Summit Co. 
has facilities for cutting and storing 
45 cakes, or 5 tons, per minute. A 
large force of men is engaged in the 
cutting season and the daily expenses 
of the Co. last week amounted to $210 


per day.
